Guatemala is trying to negotiate a 
12,000,000 railroad loan. 

In speed trials at Newcastle, Eng¬ 
land, a new torpedo boat developed a 
speed of 32% knots. 

A treaty with England regrading 
the boundary between Mexico and the 
colony of Belize has been ratified by 
Mexico.

"Aunt Lizzie" Aiken, Whom AH Chi- 
cago Honors. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Aiken, whom Grant, 
I.ogan, Sherman and Sheridan knew as 
Aunt Lizzie on the battlefields of the 
South, celebrated her 80th birthday in 
Chicago recently. A reception was 
tendered her at the Second Baptist 
Church, which was attended by some 
of .he best people of Chicago. Aunt 
Lizzie is a pioneer, a historical charac¬ 
ter of the West, and has an enviable 
reputation as a missionary and nurse. 
She was born in Auburn, N. Y., and 
after her marriage In the 30’s went 
West with her husband. They made 
their way by canal boat and stage 
coach and settled on Rock River in Illi¬ 
nois, which was then a wilderness 
where Indians and wolves were numer¬ 
ous. Mrs. Aiken was a Baptist and 
she soon set to work to orgnnize a little 
congregation. There were only a few 
settlers and among them a Methodist 
preacher. Him she converted to the 
Baptist faith and soon he and Aunt 
Lizzie had a church in good working 
order. She rode around the country on 
horseback looking for members. 

Mrs. Aiken became widely known 
during the civil war, when she went to 
the front as a nurse. She met the 
wounded from Forts Henry and Don- 
elson as the boat landed at Shawnee- 
town. She went to Paducah, Ky., 
which had eleven hospitals at that 
time, and was practically in charge of 
St. Mark’s, which was the Baptist 
Church under another name. It held 
500 wounded men. The disabled from 
the field of Shiloh were added to this 
colony. The ship which brought them 
down the river was so crowded the 
men lay in solid rows, with scarcely 
room for one to walk between the rows. 
This brave woman was the first on 
board, with her white cap hanging 
from her belt and a pall of nourishment 
for the half-famished heroes. The line 
of stretchers to her hospital looked like 
a funeral procession. There was work 


from Paducah to Memphis. She seem- i 
ed to have no thought for herself, and 
in the thick of the charity she herself 
fell a victim to exposure, and was a 1 
patient In Memphis for four weeks. ! 
The great generals all knew and hon- j 
ored Aunt Lizzie. She remained at this ! 
noble work until June, 1865. 
then she has lived in Chicago.

Life in a Lighthouse. 

Lieut. John M. Ellleott, U.

' eo,t ® a > s - Oue seldom thinks, when 1 away iu the bottom of it column 
he watches the brightly cheering and 
safely guiding light of a lighthouse, 
what ceaseless watching and patient 
heroism it takes to keep the light burn¬ 
ing year in and year out through all j 
weathers. Generally there for each 
light only a keeper with two assistants, 
and often the keeper is assisted only by 
his wife, sons, or daughters. Even the 
most comfortably situated lighthouses 
are generally on lonely, headlands, with 
no human dwelling near. Others are 
on outlying rocks, or islands swept by 
the sea, and wholly cut off from the 
laud except In fair weather. There 
are even a few which, built upon sunk¬ 
en reefs, seem to rise front the very bed 
of the ocean, and against which storm- 
driven seas break with shocks which 
shako them to their foundations. Such 
are the Eddystone Lighthouse,,off the 
coast of England at the entrance to 
the English Channel, and our own 
Minot’s Ledge Light, near the entrance 
to Boston Harbor. These two are the 
most Isolated and exposed lighthouses 
in the world. They were built at the 
utmost peril to human life. Each was 
swept away by storms after convic¬ 
tion, and had to be rebuilt.

“Hurrah!” cried Mr. Sankey, bring- 
ing his hand down on his knee in char¬ 
acteristic enthusiasm. “I’ve found the 
hymn I’ve been looking for for years.” 

"Yes,” said Moody, “what is it?” 

Mr. Sankey did read it, and he put 
feeling into bis words, for the beauty 
of the verses impressed him, but when 
he looked up he saw Unit Mr. Moody 
had heard nothing of the reading, be¬ 
ing lost in bis letters. 

“All right,” thought Mr. Snnkey, 
"he’ll hear that hymn later on,” and 
cutting out the verses from the paper 
he put them away carefully for future 
use. 

A few days after this the evangelists 
held a revival in Edinburgh. Mr. Moody 
spoke most eloquently on the “Good 
Shepherd.” As he finished there came 
over the meeting that stillness which 
indicates deep spiritual feeling. Bend¬ 
ing down from Ids pulpit toward Mr. 
Sankey, who sat by his right at the 
little melodeon, Mr. Moody said: 

“Mr. Snnkey, have you anything to 
sing on this subject as a solo?” 

Mr. Sankey hesitated. He could 
think of nothing directly on the sub¬ 
ject except the Twenty-third I'salm, 
which had already been sung three 
times that day by the congregation. 
They must have something else. Like 
a flash It came to him, “Sing the song 
you found on the train.” But his sec¬ 
ond thought was, “How can I slug a 
hymn without a tune?” Meanwhile the 
audience was waiting in silence. “Sing 
the hymn you found on the train,” 
came the thought again. Mr. Sankey 
opened his little scrap book of solos, 
found the newspaper slip, laid it before 
him on the rack of the melodeon, and 
then struck a full chord and began to 
sing. What notes he sang he did not 
know, nor what chords he played; he 
took no heed of hnrmony, nor .of 
how he got through the first stanza. 
And then he paused and played some 
chords on the melodeon, waiting to be¬ 
gin the second stanza. The thought 
came to him, “Can I sing the second 
stanza as I did the first; can I remem¬ 
ber the notes?” and he concentrated 
his tnind once more for the effort and 
began to sing. And so lie went through 
the five stanzas, and the audience sat 
still as death until be finished. 

When it was all over Mr. Moody 
came down from the pulpit, and, rest¬ 
ing a band on Mr. Moody’s shoulder, 
looked with wonder at the newspaper 
clipping.

STORY OF TROUBLE, SUFFER¬ 
ING AND DEATH. 


Ten Months Consumed in s Passsge 
from IiiojfO to New York—Bravery 
Of the Captain’s Wife Lands the 
8hip in Port. 

Trne Story of the Sea. 

Buffeted about by the fierce winds of 
the Pacific and Atlantic, chased thou¬ 
sands of miles out of her course by the 
typoons of the Chinese seas; drifting 
helplessly where the idle breezes might 
■end her, while her crew was slowly 
dying of the horrible scourge, scurvy, 
the American clipper T. P. Oakes was 
towed Into port at New York after 200 
days of ceaseless struggle with the ad¬ 
verse winds, the horrors of a floating 
charnel-house and under the control of 
• mad—or seemingly mad—commander. 
Two hundred and seventy days from 
Shanghai for New York is the remark¬ 
able record made by the unfortunate 
Teasel. Ten months nearly elapsed 
from the time she spread her sails and 
started on her voyage before her sick 
and dying crew found relief. Twice 
during all of this time she was within 
■lght of some other vessel, but once 
only did she get within hail. 

With her sails whipped to ribbons by 
the North Atlantic gale of two weeks 
ago, drifting rapidly away from the 


Dearborn & Co., the agents of the 
Oakes, had instructed Captain Reed to 
come by way of Cape Horn, but when 
he left the Chinese port he decided on 
a quicker voyage by turning the Cape 
of Good Hope, trade w nds favoring 
him especially at that time, and com¬ 
ing up the South Atlauiic. 

Six days out 'n ’he China Sea, the 
Oakes encountered one of the terrific 
typhoons peculiar to those waters. 
Pore and main topmasts of the boat 
were sprung, and had to be braced by 
the crew. Emerging out of one gale, 
tlie ship wallowed in another for more 
than three weeks. When it ended the 
Oakes was well out in the North Pa¬ 
cific, far from the course its captain 
had set for her, and lie determined after 
all to go around Cape Horn. 

The damage done to the boat by the 
gales was quickly repaired by the 
sailors, and fine weather succeeded the 
terrific hurricanes. Early in November 
one of the Chinese cooks was taken 
down with a severe cold. He dic-d in a 
few days and was buried at sea. Then 
a seaman fell sick, with unmistakable 
symptoms of scurvy. He, too, died and 
was thrown overboard. The scurvy 
attacked other sailors. Early 'n Jan¬ 
uary the Oakes was off the Island of 
Trinidad, and sighted the American 
ship Governor Roble, from New York 
to Melbourne. 

“We’re short of provisions," was sig¬ 
naled, and the Roble sent aboard 
what she could spare. 

The fresh supply sustained the sail¬ 
ors for awhile, and stayed the scurvy.

This was the condition of the un¬ 
fortunate vessel wuen on the night of 
March 15 she was sighted by tlie Kas¬ 
bek. The Oakes was then 300 miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook. At the 
wheel and grasping the spokes with 
lmnds blistered from hard work, stood 
the captain’s wife.

One of 
these slgnnls attracted the attention of 
Captain Muir of the Kasbek, whose 
tanks were filled with petrolem bound 
for Flume, Austria. The captain at 
once changed his course to help the dis¬ 
tressed boat. 

To Captain Muir's surprise, the 
Oakes made no effort to heave to, and 
ii was some time before Second Mate 
Abrams could signal to the rescuers 
that they were too short-handed to 
either lower a boat or handle the ship 
properly. Help had to be effected 
through a transferring line 150 fathoms 
long and two and one-half Inches thick. 
After a great deal of hard work to 
I avoid danger of collision, the Kasbek 
i was rendered almost as helpless as the 
vessel she attempted to succor. The 
transferring line had wound Itself 
around the tail-shaft of Captain Muir's 
boat and would not uncoil.
